2,000 Germans Are Said to 
Be Armed and Drilling at 
Irkutsk and It Is Said This 
Force Will Be Increased. 


Harbin, Wednesday, February 20.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—The Jap- 
anese, according to reliable authority, 
intend to take action in Siberia-at an 
early date, and there are evidences 
that the Japanese have long been pre- 
paring to carry out this move. 

The situation in Siberiqsis considered 
extremely grave, owing: te the inabil- 
ity of the Cossack Géneral Semenoff, 
head of the anti-Bolgheviki movement 
in that vast territoryy/to secure allied 
support, for which he. has appealed to 
the Japanese. — 

General Semenoff’s movement now is 
officially -recognized, and a «general 
committee has been formed at Harbin, 
which will act as a general staff, divid- 


-ed imto three departments—financial, 


military and administrative. The Rus- 
sian consul, M. Popoff, has been ap- 
pointed chairman of the committee. 

Two thousand Germans have been 
armed and are drilling at Irkutsk, capi- 
tal of the government of Irkutsk in 
hastern Siberia, and, according te~-an 
official report received from a foreign 
consul, the Germans are making all 
preparations to bfing much larger 
forces there. 

For some time Bolshevik elements 
have been operating at various points 
in eastern Siberia and even in Manchu- 
ria. In December it was reported that 
Japanese had landed at Viadivostok, 
where large quantities of stores for the 
Russians had congested and where the 
Bolsheviki were said to be gathering 
preparatory to an attack with the ob- 
ject of capturing these supplies. The 
Japanese minister of foreign affairs, 
however, in an interview denied that;

Columbia, S. C., February 25.—In the 
worst wreck on thé Southern railway 
system in 14 years, 12 persons were 
killed and 37 injured this afternoon 
when train No. 42, bound from Spar- 
tanburg to Columbia, crashed into the 
rear of train No. 18 from Greenville to 
Columbia, at Frost, 6% miles from Co- 
lumbia. Both trains were eastbound. 
The wreck was at 2:15 o’clock. All 
the dead were passengers. Ten were 
killed outright and two died after be- 
ing removed to Columbia hospitals. 

The first train had been forced to 
stop to repair its airbrakes. The re- 
pairs were made and the train had 
just begun to move off when the other 
train struck it, the impact driving the 


rear car of the forward train more 
than halfway through the next one.

London Says That the Wolf 
Sunk 11 Vessels During 
the Long Cruise — Com- 
mander of Raider Deco- 
rated by Kaiser. 


Berlin, February 25.—(Via London.) 
An official communication issued to- 
day says: 

“The auxiliary cruiser Wolf has re- 
turned home after fifteen months in 
the Atlantic, Indian and Pacific oceans. 

“The kaiser has telegraphed his wel- 
come to the commander and conferred 
the order Pour le Merite, together with 
a number of iron crosses on the offi- 
cers and crew. 

“The Wolf was commanded by Fri- 
gate Captain Nerger and inflicted 
the greatest damage on the enemy’s 
shipping by the destruction of cargo 
space and cargo. She brought home 
more than 400 members of crews of 
sunken ships of various nationalities, 
especially numerous colored and white 
British soldiers, besides several guns 
captured from armored steamers and 
great quantities of valuable raw ma- 
teri such as rubber, copper, brass, 
zinc, @ocoa beans, copra and similar 
articles to the valué of many million 
marks.

A battle before 
Kiev, therefore, seems not far distant, 
unless meantime another armistic is 
arranged pending the final capitula- 
tion of the Bolshevik government and 
the signing of a peace treaty. 

At last accounts the Russian dele- 
gates who are to treat with the Ger- 
mans were to have left Petrograd Sun- 
day night for Brest-Litovsk. Trotzky, | 
the Bolshevik foreign minister, who 
bolted the original peace conference 
and declined to sign a peace treaty, will 
not represent the government in the 
present discussion, it having been de- 
cided to send in his stead M. Zinovieff, 
president of the Petrograd council of 
workmen's and sailors’ delegates. 

Already the imperialistic German 
viewpoint is being pressed upon Rus- 
sians in the newly acquired territory. 
The German commander has informed 
the populace of Esthonia and Livonia 
that they now are under German police 
power and the barons of the old re- 
gime have been ordered released from 
imprisonment and instructions have 
been given that they are to be pro- 
tected by the Germans, who will not 
permit their transfer to territory where 
they again may be made prisoner by 
the Bolshevik!i. 

In Petrograd the situation {fs still 
critical.

From reports I feel ab- 
solutely sure of my election to the 
United States senate by the largest 
majority given any candidate ig 
many years, 

The issue in this campaign is 
clearly drawh—for or against our 
government. There is no doubt in 
my mind of the loyalty of the peo- 
ple of Georgia, and it is a source 
of great pride to me that they are 
solidly behind my candidacy. In 
return for their support, I pledge 
myself to make every effort pos- 
sible for the success of our cause. 

I shall spend Wednesday in Ma- 
con and go from there to Wash- 
ington.

Petrograd, February 25.—Acceptance 
by the Bolshevik government of the 
German peace terms followed a stormy 
argumentative night meeting at the 
Smolny institute. Leon Trotsky, the 
Bolshevik foreign minister, did not at- 
tend, but Premier Lenine urged ac- 
ceptance of the terms and the Bolshe- 
vik delegates voting practically as @ 
unit swung the tide with him. A Bol- 
shevik party conference had previously 
voted 72 for peace and 26 against, with 
12 abstaining. 

The social revolutionary members 
fought against acceptance of the 
terms and insisted upon the assem- 
bling immediately of a new constitu- 
ent assembly to pass upon them in 
their final form. 

The Bolshevik newspaper, Pravada, 
says the peace terms are unfortunate, 
but unavoidable. It says the struggle 
is more imperialistic than domestic and 
that the Russian proletariat Is not re- 
sponsible for the harsh terms, The 
bourgeoise newspapers do. not com- 
ment on the situation.

Demobilization of Army. 


M. Karakhan, who was secretary of 
the Russian delegation at Brest-Lit- 
ovsk, explained to the Associated Press 
today that the Bolshevik government 
considers most ambiguous the part of 
the German terms concerning the de- 
mobilization of the Russian army. 

A literal translation of “up to newly 
formed battalions,” M. Karakhan said, 
may either exon or include the new 
“Red army.” 

“This is disputdble,” he added. “I 
think, of course, that they meant the 
Red army also must be demobilized, 
but on this we will not yield without 
discussion. We think. we are entitled 
to an army on at le&st a peace foot- 
ing. That would be sufficient to ac- 
complish our internal purposes.” 

M. Karakhan declareg that Russia's 
position towards the allies now un- 
doubtdely would be that of a neutral, 
adding: 

“We will not support Germany. The 
only support it will get will be indi- 
rect from the resumption of commer- 
clal relations.” 

The Germans late Saturday were still 
advancing into the provinces they had 
decided to occupy. Im this connection 
it is reported they are executing Red 
guards, treating them as outlaws, but 
releasing and disarming soldiers of the 
regular army. 

The Pravada, the Bolshevik organ, 
declares that the Germans are restor- 
ing shoulder straps to Russian offi- 
cers and forcing the Russian soldiers 
to salute them.

London, February 25.—Referring to 
a German report of the return of the 
German auxiliary cruiser Wolf after 
a cruise of 15 months, a British ad- 
miralty conymunication issued this aft- 
ernoon, assumes that during that peri- 
od the Wolf sank in the Indian and 
Pacific oceans the following ll ships 
and made their crews prisoner: 

Steamers—-Turritella,. Jumna, Wads- 
worth, Wairuna, Beluga (American); 
Matunga, Hitachi Maru and Igotz- 
mendo, 

Sailing Vessels—Dee, Winslow and 
Encore (the latter two American). 

The communication adds: 

“The Turritella was an unarmed 
merchantman and not a cruiser. She 
was captured in February, 1917, and 
a German prize crew placed aboard. 
The Turritella was then equipped for 
mine-laying, but a few days later was 
encountered by a British warship, 
whereupon the prize sank the Turri- 
tella and were themselves taken pris- 
oner. 


According to the British admiralty 
statement three American vessels ‘were 
sunk by the auxiliary cruiser Wolf—the 
steam whaler Beluga, 508 tons belong- 
ing to the Pacific Steam Whaling com- 
pany, of San Francisco; the Winslow, 
a four-masted schooner of 566 tons, 
sailing from San Francisco, and the

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MUST SHOW ROADS. 
OF MUTARY USE 


State Highway Commission 
to File Additional Data on 
1918 Projects in Order to 
Secure Federal Appropria- 
tions. 


The state highway commission has 
received notice from the federal gov- 
ernment that, in addition to showing 
that a road proposed for improvement 
is a post road, state commissions must 
also show that the improvement of 
such a road would be of assistance to 
the military of the nation before fed- 
eral appropriations to states for high- 
way improvemert will be made avail- 
able. 

Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of 
the Georgia highway commission, stat- 
ed Monday that the strategic military 
value of the highways which the com- 
mission has approved for improvement 
under the federal appropriation for 
1917 has already been shown in reports 
submitted to the government when the 
sanction of the United States agricul- 
‘tural department was first asked for 
these projects. 

Supplemental data, however, will 
have to be submitted upon the projects 
which are proposed for improvement 
with the 1918 and 1919 federal appro- 
priations, Judge Patterson states. 

Judge Patterson does not believe that 
the state commission will have any 
difficulty in showing that the proposed 
Georgia improvements will be of mili- 
tary value. He stated that to be of 
assistance in the prosecution of the war 
an imyproved road does not necessarily 
have to connect camps or depots or 
lead directly to either, but that if 
such a road is of service in getting 
produce to markets or in lifting the 
burden of traffic from the railroads, it 
is eligible for improvement with fed- 
eral aid. 

This same condition, Judge Patter- 
son stated, applies to bridges built or 
improved with federal aid. “If any- 
thing were to happen to the railroads 
s@ that troops could not be moved by 
rail from Camp Gordon to Savannah, 
for instance, practically every bridge 


between Atlanta and Savannah would 
have to be rebuilt before they would 
stand the strain of such traffic by mo- 
tor,” Judge Patterson said.

Atlanta Officer at Wheeler 
Warns Relatives Against 
Writing Doleful Letters. 


Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga., February 
25.—(Special.)—“For the good of the 
service, for the welfare of the ‘nen in 
the army and to make it easier to train 
in @ manner to lick the Germans,” said 
an Atlanta officer, “I wish it was [Los- 
sible to let every relative of a soldier 
in the old Fifth Georgia know that 
every time they were slightly ill or had 
a pain they would not sit down and 
write of its ‘awfulness’ o the soldier. 

“It keeps the soldiers homesick and 
unstrung all the time. Svime of the 
letters are so tragic that when the sol- 
dier is not allowed to go.home by 
means of a pass he will desert and 
have to serve for a month oF mivre in 
the guard house. After the soldier 
goes home and bars his chances of 
ever getting a promotion in a year or 
so he finds that the home folks were 
about as he left them. 

“We have no real bad men in the 
regiment, but the guard house is kept 
filled all] the time with soldiers who 
could not bear the separation from 
home when the folks are reported dis- 
tressingly sick. I would implore all 
the people back home to write whole- 
some, cheery letters and the soldier's 
life will be made so much more pleas- 
ant.”

M. C. A., there are 135,000 illiterates 
in the United States army, and 75,000 
have little or no understanding of the 
English language. 

This is the gigantic problem which 
the Red Triangle secretaries are plan- 
ning to cope with in the southeastern 
department, where the major portion of 
the illiterates are in training—foreign- 
born drafted men from the north, 
southern mountaineers and negroes. 

During the morning session, reports 
of the educational work were made 
showing that during last month there 
was an increase of 100 per cent in the 
educational work of the army and navy 
Y. M. C. A. in the southeastern depart- 
ment, with 8,192 classes conducted, at- 
tended by 152,519 soldiers and sallors.

ATLANTA CHOSEN AGAIN. 


Designation of Atlanta as the location of 
one of only three regional transportation 
agencies, by the federal food administration, 
as announced in The Constitution Monday 
morning, comes as another distinct testl- 
monial as to the city’s rank among th com- 
mercial centers of the country. 

This new honor that has come to Atlanta 
can not be attributed in any great measure 
to this city’s pogition on the map, because 
the territory involved is so inclusive and 50 
great in scope that selection of any one of 
a number of cities farther west would have 
placed the agency in a more central position 
geographically. So other elements than 
longitude and latitude contributed to the 
government’s decision. 

It is becoming more and more apparent 
that Atlanta is fast growing into universal 
recognition as the commercial, financial, 
agricultural and transportation hub of the 
vast domain south of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers: and the big enterprises of the gov- 
ernment and civilian business constantly 
gravitate more and more this way. 

Just what this latest designation will 

mean to Atlanta in a financia} and a com- 
mercial way {s not yet fully understood; but 
it will mean much, that is certain. And it is 
certain, too, that the mere fact that Atlanta 
has been linked by Uncle Sam with such 
metropali as New York and Chicago—made 
a corner of stich a great triangle—as the 
headquarters for the food administration 
throughout the @mtire south, will give this 
city still further prestige among other cities, 
and recognition of importance that will be 
world-wide. 
_ It is a source of pride to all Atlantans 
a h t their city has “made good” in every- 
thing it has undertaken in the pasf, and 
come up fully to requirements whenever a 
call, regardless of its character, has been 
levied upon it. 

The federal government, therefore, has 
come to rely upon Atlanta and to regard it 
as a city that may be depended upon always 
to “deliver the goods.” 

Possibly that, in a measure at least, ac- 
counts for the fact of so many good things 
having been sent our way since Uncle Sam 
went to grips with the Hun. 


JERUSALEM TO JERICHO. 


Following the capture of-Jerusalem little 
reference has been made in the news reports 
to the progress of General Allenby in the 
Holy Land; and it was, therefore, peculiarly 
gratifying to read in Friday’s dispatches that 
he has moved on from Jerusalem and taken 
Jericho. 

Like the Holy City, historic Jericho occu- 
pies a position of little strategic importance, 
from a purely military standpoint, nor ig it 
likely that it yielded its captors any great 
stores of value in munitioning or provision- 
ing the Allenby forces; but announcement of 
its fall into British hands is significant chief- 
ly as indicating the irresistible persistence 
of the armies in the far. southeast in their 

' forward movement toward the objective: 
Constantinople, the Turkish capital, key to 
‘thé Dardanelles and the eastern base of pan- 
Teutonic operations. 
The capitulation of Jericho to the Brit- 
{sh means that the advance through Pales- 
tine and Mesopotamia is going steadily on; 
and it brings that much nearer the ultimate 
ufiion of the Allenby army with that which 
fs moving up the Tigris and Euphrates, their

Of that I 
am as certain as that I see a pen in my 
fingers this moment. My observations in the 
new Russia, experiences and studies I have 
set forth in preceding articles, convince me 
that an end will come soon to this orgy oF 
anarchy and misrule. 

In thie final survey I shall describe the 
causes which will presently make the Bol- 
sheviki an evil memory in a resurrected 
Russia. 1 shall answer certain questions 
which must arise constantly in every Ameri- 
can mind. ; = 

These questions are, naturally: Where 
do the Jews stand? Why are the Cossacks, 
those fine soldiers, helpless to end the Bol- 
shevik regime? What is the feeling toward 
the Bolsheviki among the swarming peas- 
ants? Why, if Russia’s heart is right and 
only her head is wrong, does she tolerate 
these evil masters? 


The Jews in ae. overjoyed at 
the fall of the Roman&ifs and the whole 
fabric of their despotism. Well they might 
have been. The best known stories that eyer 
disgraced Russian repute were the tales of 
the bloody persecution of this people. The 
endirance of czardom meant gor them only 
endless persecution and extortion. Under 
ezardom the Jews were living still in the 
Dark Ages. 


Scagcely a day passed Without new re- 
pressive and punitive orders being directed 
against the Jews, regul tions “stifling their 
trade or efforts at cultyre. Within an hour's 
journey fom Petrograd mere thousan@® of 
aged Jéwa who had neva’ seen the cgfital 
because no Jew enjoyed the right to vesiure 
from his pale of vary pi unless ,spe-

clally privileged. 4 
Get Full Citizenship daghte. 4 

The first order of the new regime gave 
them complete civil and political rights. For 
the first time in Russian history Jews were 
accepted in the military academigs. For the 
first time they wefe free to travel wherg 
they cared to go. ‘Naturally they were for 
the new regime whole heartedly. They gave 
to Kerensky their unfaltering support. Great 
Jewish jurists, Vinaver and Grusenberg 
among them, were appointed by the Keren- 
sky government to help frame the new code 
of laws. Jewish financiers plaeed their mil- 
lions at the disposal of the Russian govern- 
ment and had almost succeeded in restoring 
the Russian treasury to stability. 

But their pride and joy was of bitterly 
short duration. When the Bolsheviki arose

moderates on one side, 
cals on the other, thé Jewish population be- 
came divided also in {ts sympathies. Some 
of the extremists went over promptly to the 
side of Lenine and Trotzky. 
remained loyal to moderate aspirations. 
result here as elsewhere was chaos. Mod- 
erate Jews found themselves prisoners in 
the fortresses, reviled by the Bolsheviki Red 
Guard, as they had been by the gendarmes 
of the czar. 

The BoJsheviki, in short, dealt fiercely 
with all Jews that refused to bow the knee, 
and the policy was a shock to the Jews that

had aligned themselves with .the Bolshevik | 


leaders. They, too, began to ‘see where the 
revolution wastdrifting. They began to 
realize that hopes of Jewish emancipation 
were shattering against the rocks. - There- 
fore, the majority of Jews now hate the 
Bolsheviki. They recall too late that the 
Kerensky government brought liberty and 
full civil riggts to them. They see now that 
the Bolshevik rule has cursed them with 
pogroms surpassing in fury the persecu- 
tione ordered by the eld regime. These are 
reasons why the majority of Jews turned 
against the Bolshevik!. 

Not so long ago a committee of « Jews 
representing the most prominent of the race 
in Petrograd called on Trotzky,to appeal to 
him as a Jew 
that were punishing his own people. 
dismissed them with a sentence: 

*"*T am not a Jew. I am an internation- 
alist!’ 

The Jews today are longing for the good, 
short montha of Kerensky rule, the honey- 
moons of Russian liberty. Then in Russia 
Jew and gentile met on terms of equal citi- 
zenship, bound: together by the joy of new 
liberty and by a patriotic zeal to defeat the 
national enemy in the cause of their own 
new democracy. But conditions have 
changed savagely. The Bolsheviki, deliber- 
ately or by the run of circumstances, op- 
press the Jew more fiercely than he was 
ever stamped upon in the old days.

He is mostly a trader. Therefore he is 
accused of hoarding his food. When the 
usual and normal supply of food is found in 
@ grocery maintained by a Jew an accusa- 

n of hoarding is made and the food is 

nfiscated. Then he declines to accept the 
paper money ssued by the Bolsheviki he ts 
declared to be a traitor and an enemy to 
the revolution. He explains with the patience 
of certuriesa that he is no traitor; that he 
cannot uy supplies from the peasants with 
‘this paper money, which is utterly worth- 
less. The peasants will not let him have 
wheat, ‘oats, hay or any of their products 
unless he can pay cash. His explanations 
make no difference. His property is seized. 
He is thrown into the streets, a beggar, or 
is confined in prison. Life undér czardom 
was more agreeable to him than this exist-. 
ence. He has h@d to resign himself to the 
new order of things because he has been 
helpless to resist, but truth is that he hates 
Bejshevikistu with a hatred deeper than he 
ever felt for czardom. 2 


In the provinces pogroms are _ ipcited 
from Petrograd against the Jewish pop 
tions. Bands of deserters from the front 
prowling over the country organize attacks 
against Jewish communities, and blackéngt 
ruins of homes and horrible stories testify 


tion or toleration. 

One asks now, Where, do the peasants 
stand? 

The rule of the Bolsheviki has epect the 
friendly relations that once existed between 
villagers on the one hand and the city dwell- 
ers on the other. Russia is a country large- 
ly made up of peasants: No less than 60 
per cent of the population are tillers of the 
soll. Their sole occupation is agriculture. 
Agriculture occupies the first place in Rus- 
sia’s trade. The principal customers of the 
peasants were the dwellers in the cities. The 
instant the once pleasant and profitable re- 
lations were destroyed the industrial system 
of Rugsia went to pieces and misery rode 
over the land. 

Once Got Proportionate Prices. 

Formerly the peasants sold their prod- 
ucts in the open market in the cities. They 
spent in the cities the money they received 
tor their products. But since the war every- 
thing has tnounted to a price so high that 
peasants can afford to buy scarcely anything 
for the money they realize from theff prod- 
ucts: shoes, for example, which command 
fabulous prices, $30 and $40 a pair. Bor a 
brief time the scarcity of grain gave, the 
peasants their opportunity to raise grain 
but the Bolsheviki interfered and set 
definite fixed prices for grain, flour, butter, 
eggs, milk and other farm products. This 
made the peasants use their brains. They

“‘Hiow can these fellows call 
the party of the people when they permit 
the rich city tradesmen to charge us any 
price they please for what they have to sell 
and force us poor farmers to sell at what- 
ever price thé rich city tradesmen want to 
pay?

To this argument and complaint the Bol- 
sheviki make answer: 

“Whoever wants luxuries must pay the 
Drice asked, but bread and other necessaries 
‘must be kept within the reach of the poor, 
agd®no high prices will be tolerated.” 

‘hat has happened is that the Bolsheviki 
have aliemated the peasants without help- 
ing the-poor of the cities. The rigid policies 
of price fming have pleased nobody and no 
class in the long run. The peasants, seeing 
that they could not get sufficient money for 
their products, stopped delivering to the 
cities. Milliona of tons of foodstuffs piled 
up in the countrysides. The cities began to 
suffer from the shoftage of necessary foods. 
The pinch became increasingly severe. City 

‘dwellers began to camplain against the price 
fixing methods. The¥, too, began to use their 
brains. Complaints against the Bolsheviki 
have increased daily in tife cities. 

Once at least the Boisheviki tried to cut 
threugh the economic Knot by trying to 
force the peasants to sell grain at a fixed 
price. This was attempted at the village of 
Oblowska in the governnient of Kieff. But

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ROUND SHOULDERS AND HOLLOW CHEST. 

About one out of every ten children be- 
tween the ages of ten and fifteen you sé¢e 
going to and from school every day is round 
shouldered and hollow or flat chested. 
Allowed to continue uncorrected it ultimate- 
ly leads to a host of systemic ailments and 
handicaps the individual throughout life. If 
our public school system were what it should 
be the proper physical training of children 
of that age would prevent the development 
of such deformities and give the young idea 
a chante to shoot straight in life. But the 
teaching staff itself ia generally anything 
but physically trained, so it is probably natu- 
ral that these physical defects should be ig- 
nored in the schoolroom. 


The hump+backed seats in many school- 
rooms predigpose the children to round 
shoulders, flat chests, ptosis and general 
atony,. Many school boards order seats with- 
out sdfficient regard for the physical wel- 
fare of the children. They never think of 
seeking’ medi@al counsel as to the form and 
construction of the seats.

Against Bolshevikism. in 
the United States. 


——— 


Washington, February 26.—Profiteer- 
ing by labor slackers and supply con- 
tractors was denounced in the senate 
today by Senator McOumber, of North, 
Dakota, republican, as typifying the 
spread of what he called a Bolshevik 
movement in this country. The sen- 
ator delivered a two-hour prepared 
speech, declaring profiteering was en- 
couraged by government officials, 
charging that labor unionism “‘is slack- 
ing in a most shameful and disggaceful 
snanner,” in shipbuilding, and, urging 
enactment of his bill to arach tor in- 
dustrial or agricultural service, 
between 18 and 62 years of age. 

Republican Leader Gallinger follow- 
ed with an attack on “criminal waste 
and extravagance,” in government ac- 
tivities, for which he said those in of- 
fice would be held responsible. 

Senator Hollis, of New Hampshire, 
democrat, and Senator Phelan, of Cal- 
ifornia, replied with vigorous defense 
of labor’s record. The latter observed 
that a republican “drive” in the com- 
ing campaign was being announced. 

Senator McCumber disclaimed par- 
tisanship and said his criticisms of la- 
bor “slacking” were meanj principally 
for Industrial Workers of the World 
members. 


In his address the North Dakota sen- 
ator had bitterly led the Bolshe- 
vik government of ssia for “damna- 
ble treachery and blackest treason,” in 
deserti the allies.

The Hog Island Scandal.

n supply profiteering, Senator Mc- 
Cumber. said he would name only one 
shipyard—Hog Island. 

The foundation of the yard, he de- 
clared, is “laid on graft’ and the cost 
of construction, he said, will be “three 
or four times the government's original 
estimate,” adding “this single hold-up 
of the government will probably cost 
not less than $30,000,000.” 

“Like conditions prevail,” he contin- 
uel, “throughout the country where- 
ever apeeding up production has become 
necessary. Contracts of the most atro- 
cious character, always against the gov- 
ernment, ve been K.’d by 
government officials. 
ment pays every dollar 
pense for raw materials, and yet 
pays individuals enormous profits. 
Men who never saw a shipyard, men 
who had no capital, have been given 
contracts to build ships and they in turn 
have contracted to sublet those con- 
tracts to others, retaining big commis- 
sions. Banks have charged immense 
bonuses for securing contracts for their 
customers and all this within the 
knowledge of or easily obtainable by, 
government officials.” 

“Despite the fact the nation needs 
ships as never before in order to 
transport troops and supplies abroad, 
and “notwithstanding the patriotic 
fervor of Mr. Gompers,” union labor in 
our shipyards “is lacking in a most 
shameful and disgraceful manner,” the 
senator declared. 

Senator McCumber said the United 
States has “the human energy to win 
this war and win it quickly, but that 
energy needs mobilization.”
